NOTES FROM A GETY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — A 
recent proposal by a local 
bank to rent or lease "four or 
five" parking stalls in order 
to install a sidewalk teller sta- 
tion has some city council 
members non-plussed. 


The idea apparently is sound and 


logical. The bank would expedite 
the handling of customers who 
otherwise would have to find a 
parking spot, walk to the bank for 
an ordinary errand like cashing 
a check. 


Under the proposed system, 


the customer would drive to the 
curbstone station and without 
Retting out of his car, transact 
the ordinary types of business 
by means of m conveyor and a 
loud-speaker system connected 
to a teller located inside the 
bank with a window facing onto 
the street. 
Pedestrians, too, 


could do that sort of business 
without entering the bank. 
* * * # 


Unquestionably the plan would 


help the bank's business. It also 
•would help the parking problem 
In the downtown area and make 
many customers happy." 


But it also raises a problem of 


how far a city can go in renting 
or 
leasing 
parking 
spaces. 


There's another bank in town. 


There will be-another bank, or 


loan institution, 'opening here In 
the very near future.- 
As one councilman' told us, the 


city would undoubtedly be beseiged 
with requests from various busi- 
nesses for rented parking space. 


It also raises a legal question. 


With the streets metered for city 
revenue and on a first come, first 
served basis, can a city legally 
rent or lease parking stalls for 
private businesses? Is a bank a 
private business or does it come 
under the category of a public 
service or a utility.

In Ottawa, the Republican-Times 
has raised 
similar 
questions 


after the mayor there "rented" 
parking stalls for 5100 a year. 
While $100 probably is more 
than the meter would take in 
during a year's time, the eth- 
ical and legal question still re- 
mains. 
There are many other-businesses 


who would desire such a system. 
Who and how many?- Would cus- 
tomers be the only ones to use 
them? 
Who would decide that 


and who would police them? 
* * * * 


The proposed bank system is in 


operation in such towns as Du- 
buque and Mbline. The curb- 
stone system got wide play at 
the recent convention of the Amer- 
ican Bankers Association. 


We have no quarrel with the 


bank's proposal. It has many 
merits. But it does raise ques- 
tions that have deep signifi- 
cance. 
Perhaps 
more 
than 


anything it puts emphasis on 
the importance of our traffic 
problem and the future of down 
areas. It also pinpoints the role 
private businesses must take if 
they are to preserve these down-, 
town areas as desirable shop- 
ping and business center. 
Aside from that, we find our- 


selves in the same quandary as 
our city councilmen.

1955 U. S. Crop Production 
May Pass Previous Record

WASHINGTON GR—This $ year's crop production may equal—per- 


haps even surpass—the record volume of 194S, if favorable late season 
growing1 and harvesting- conditions continue another month. 


This was Uie gist of the October 


crop production report issued late 
Tuesday by ttie Agriculture De- 
partment. 


Volume Largest 


At any rate, the volume of farm 


production — crops plus livestock 
products — -will be the largest an 
history for American agriculture, 
the department said. 


The buge output -will supply alJ 


anticipated needs and add to the 
government's seven billion dollar 
stockpile of surplus farm commo- 
dities. 


The department reported that 


rains in September fell over much i 
of Use Midwest and Great Plains; 
to provide a favorable seedbed for! 
grains to be harvested next spring 
and summer. 


Contributing heavily to the Jarge 


crop output tras livetsock feed 
grain tonnage 6 per cent larger 
than last year. Added to carry- 
over stocks from previous years, 
tlit feed grain supply is the lax- 


gest of record. This big supply is 
reflected in lower prices than a 
year ago and in expanded produc- 
tion of hogs and poultry products. 


Tonnage Down 


This year's tonnage in 
feetJ 


grains is down about 6 per cent. 
largely because of government 
crop restrictions. 


Favorable conditions in Septem- 


ber brought increases 3n produc- 
tion estimates for cotton, hay, sor- 
ghum. grain, rice, peanuts, tobac- 
co, com and dry beans. Slight de- 
creases were reported for soy- 
beans. flaxsced. potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, sugar beets and hops. • 


The report emphasized that the

Some Accounts Are 
Empty; New Funds 
Due on December 1 * 


OREGON—UP)—The Ogle 


county board of supervisors 
Tuesday refused to pay about 
$4,200 in bills owed by the 
county, because funds are de- 
pleted and more money will 
not be available until Dec. 1. 


The problem, according to the 


supervisors, is that -the money the 
county has isn't where it. is need- 
ed. The board makes up its annual 
budget, allottng funds for various 
purposes. Once the budget is ap- 
proved, the money cannot be shift- 
ed. For example, money allocated 
for court operations cannot be 
used to pay bills in the sheriff's 
department. 


Hardest hit is Sheriff Charles B. 


Allen's department. About 33,000 
in bills presented by the sheriff 
were not allowed. 


The bills refused included 1795.20 


for trips by- the sheriff to Van- 
dalia State Penal Farm with pris- 
oners and to state institutions with 
persons committed; 
$235-90 for 


serving warrants; $346.50 for noti- 
fying- jurors for. duty; S600 for 
patroling roads; $48.72 for letter- 
heads; 
$234.09 and 
$193.50 for 


groceries, and a number of small- 
er bills for food for prisoners, oth- 
er services performed by the de- 
partment, paint., supplies, equip- 
ment and repairs. 


Barber's Bill 


One of the smaller bills disap- 


proved was a S6 statement from 
Harry Wright, Oregon barber, for 
prisoners' haircuts. 


Other bills that the board said it 


could not pay included the J223 
statement for courthouse telephone 
service by DeKalb-Ogle Telephone 
Company; 5200 to a Rockford firm

Describes Suspect 


Burrs said the suspect is describ- 


ed as faiily young, short and 
setocky, possibly Italian because of 
the complexion, and was last'seen 
driving a two-tone blue new model 
Oldsmobilc. 


According to Burrs the thief first 


posed as a stove cleaner. Black 
bum replied that he wasn't inter- 
ested because he and Jiis wife were 
planning- to move to Dixon. 


The young man then offered to 


buy some of their used furnituie 
and was shown around the house.

Afterward, Stratton seaid he told 


Brown there were a "numBer of 
questions" he wants answered-and 
asked the police chief to give Mm 
a documented report next week. 


The governor told newsmen that 


one of the questions concerns gam- 
bling^ enforcement but that on the 
.vhole he is satisfied with the way 
hat program is being handled. He 
said Brown's policy - of clearing 
state' police raids through state 
leadquarters hera before they are 
carried out is "worKing out pretty 
well." 


Kb Further Statement 


Stratton. said he" would have no 


'urther statement on Brown-and 
state police operations until next 
week. The governor left today for 
New York where he will attend a 
meeting of the Toll Road Commis- 
sion with heads of investment 
banking firms. 


The governor, in Dwight, HI., 


Tuesday on a tour of a state insti- 
tution, told newsmen ne would de- 
mand more vigorous enforcement 
of truck regulations as one of tr« 
points. 
' Stratton added that he is "not 
satisfied" with seeveral other as» 
pects of Brown's handling of the 
state jx>lice. 


Demands Explanation 


He said he will demand an ex- 


planation on an order the state 
police chief issued last ^February 
authorizing special overweight al- 
lowances ±or heavy trucks, 
- Brown, reached recently in Phil- 
adelphia where he has been at- 
tending a police convention, said 
he authorized toleration, of 1,000 
pound truck overweights to allow 
for winter snow and ice accumu- 
lations. 


Both Stratton and Director Bibb

Safety said they were not inform- 
ed of Brown's order at the time. 
Stratton who vetoed a truck over- 
weight faiil this year, said Brown.'* 
explanation "had better be good." 
The order was rescinded in July by 
Brown. 


Won't Be Stalled 


Stratlon said he was "not going

a 21-year-old pilot who crashed in 
Mexico last Sept. 35. 


The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 


tration said that Clifford Shinn, of 
Los Angeles, reported 
that he 


found the body of Aviation Ma- 
chinist's Mate 3/c William 5. 
Falls. 21, near his smashed smail 
plane. 


D. W, Crisp, a CAA official here, 


said Shinn found a diary at the 
scene that indicated Falls was un- 
hurt in the crash about 35 miles 
south of San Felipe. 


Cnsp saad Fall* apparently died 


30 days later from thirst, starva- 
tion and drinking the salty waters 
of the gulf. Cnsp said Shten turned 
the diary over to Mexican author- 
ities after reading a story that 
went like tins: 


After the crash Falls swiveycd 


th-e and. debited country boider- 
ins; the £«ilf. There was TY^ witcr 
nor food. Several times he saw 
search planes Hying overhead. 


Once, in desperation, he tn«d to 


burn the plane's propeller as a sig- 
nal 'ire. Bui it was fireproof. 


On the tenth day Falls wrote: 


"Today I drank salt water.'' The 
last entry was two days- later. 


Falls reportedly -was on a flight 


from a Xavy field near San Diejro 
to Phoenix, Anz-, his parents' 
horn*.

Several inquiries have come into 


the office regarding Bcnham oats. 
Bonhara oats was released sever- 
el years ago by tiie Jlichlgan Ag- 
ricultural Experiment station. It 
is from the same cross as Clinton 
and when tested on the University 
south farm prior to 1950. yielded 
significantly less than Clinton. Be- 
cause of this low yield, the Univer- 
sity felt it impractical to continue 
experiments with this oat vari- 
ety. 


This variety has been tested 


at Iowa, ranking eighth in a list 
of 15 varieties. In its disease 
reaction, the Bonham variety is 
the same as Clinton. Prior to 
1950 at the Illinois Experiment 
Station, Bonham oats averaged 
55 bushels per acre over a.five- 
year period as compared to 62 
bushels for Clinton during the 
same period of time. 
The estimated price for Bonham 


oats in Michigan this year is S2 
per bushel and I would like to cau- 
tion all farmers against paying 
exhorbitant prices for oat seed or 
inferior quality. There are sev- 
eral varieties of good oats to 
chqose from. "Recommended 
for 


northern Illinois are:. Clinton 11 
Lot 25, Clarion and Clintland, and 
possible Sauk. Sauk will be avail- 
able at S3 per bushel and in test 
in northern, Illinois, ranked second 
to Clarion.

Reporters From Struck Papers 
Barred From AFL Convention 


ROCK ISLAND, 111. (#)—The Illi- 


nois State Federation of Labor, has 
barred from its annual convention 
reporters of four Rock Island area 
newspapers because of a long 
strike of printers. 


The action was taken in a unan- 


imous vote of the convention Tues- 
day. 
One reporter, Arthur JB. 


Michelson of the Davenport (Iowa) 
Morning Democrat, was told to 
leave the meeting in the state- 
armory even before the vote was 
taken. 


Other newspapers covered by 


the ban are the Rock Island Argus, 
the Moline Dispatch and Daven- 
port Times. All are in the popu- 
lous, industrial Quad City area of 
Illinois and Iowa. 


Struck Since 1932 


Local 107 of the AFL Interna- 


tional Typographical Union has 
been on strike against the four 
dailies since Dec. 15, 1952. The 
newspapers have continued to pub- 
lish and have replaced strikers 
' with other printers. 


The resolution prohibiting re- 


jiorters and photographers from 
' covering the state convention .was 
argued on the floor by Lawrence 
O'Neill, Chicago, president of Lo- 
cal 16 of the ITU and Thomas 
Peth. Chicago, president of Local 
2 of the Mailers Union. 


Peth _said that of 140 union print- 


ers employed on the four papers 


before the strike, only 40 still live 
in the Quad City area. 


The convention also adopted a 


resolution urging delegates not to 
buy copies of the struck newspa- 
pers. 


The newspapers said they would 


continue tb report news of the 
convention despite the ban. 


Issues in the prolonged dispute 


are these: 


Management said the union in- 


sisted on a "right to veto" any 
new process of typesetting and 
any new kinds of composing room 
machinery or equipment. Also in 
dispute is the question of handling 
tape for teletypesetter machines

Reporters From Struck Papers 
Barred From AFL Convention 


ROCK ISLAND, 111. ffi—The Illi- 


nois State Federation of Labor-has 
barred from its annual convention 
reporters of four Rock Island area 
newspapers 
because of a long 


strike of printers. 


The action was taken in a unan- 


imous vote of the convention Tues- 
day. 
One reporter, Arthur B. 


Michelson of the Davenport (Iowa) 
Morning Democrat, was told to 
leave the meeting in the state- 
armory even before the vote was 
taken. • ' 


Other newspapers covered by 


the ban are the Rock Island Argus, 
the Moline Dispatch and Daven- 
port Times. All are in the popu- 
lous, industrial Quad City area of 
Illinois and Iowa. 


Struck Since 1952 


Local 107 of the AFL Interna- 


tional Typographical Union has 
been on strike against the four 
dailies since Dec. 15, 1952. 
The 


newspapers have continued to pub- 
lish and have replaced strikers 
' with other printers. 


The resolution prohibiting 
re- 


Jwrters and photographers from 
covering the state convention .was 
argued on the floor by Lawrence 
O'Neill, Chicago, president of Lo- 
cal 16 of the ITU and Thomas 
Peth. Chicago, president of Local 
2 of the Mailers Union. 


Peth _said that of 140 union print- 


ers employed on the four papers 


before the strike, only 40 still live 
in the Quad City area. 


The convention also adopted a 


resolution urging delegates not to 
buy copies of the struck newspa- 
pers. 


The newspapers said they would 


continue to report news of the 
convention despite the "ban. 


Issues in the prolonged dispute 


are these: 


Management said the union in- 


sisted on a "right to veto" any 
new process of typesetting and 
any new kinds of composing room 
machinery or equipment. Also in 
dispute is the question of handling 
tape for teletypesetter machines 
produced outside the newspapers' 
shops, and selection of a 
fifth 


member of a joint dispute-settling 
committee. 


The union contended it wants 


"jurisdiction" over new equipment 
or work and that if any is intro- 
duced, 
management 
and 
the 


union should meet immediately to 
"work out" or agree on how it is 
introduced. 
The ITU 'also de- 


manded that long-time union "em- 
ployes be given "first opportunity" 
to learn and do any new process 
before others are hired.

mistrial because of the "frequent 
outbursts of applause . .1 .entirely 
foreign to a federal court case."' 


Before dismissing jlhe jury of 11 


men and one woman, the judge 
told them: "It 'must have come to 
your attention, artd even if you 
didn't hear it the newspapers will 
acquaint you with the details." 


He then dismissed "the jury and 


ordered a new trial,, without jury, 
to begin today!

Road Blocks Up Ahead 


The battle lines for the Big Four foreign ministers' meet- 


ing at Geneva Oct. 27 are now being drawn. In fact they 
are being fixed so firmly that a stalemate appears almost in- 
evitable at that conference. 


Within the past few days the leaders of the West have 


decided to give priority at Geneva to the issue of German 
unification . This is -the one matter the Russians evidently 
do not wish to discuss realistically. 


As has been well aired before, the Kremlin will have no 


part of a unified Germany attached, as Western Germany 
now is, to NATO and the allied family of free nations. 


The only idea the Big Three diplomats have come up 


with to make such an arrangement halfway, palatable to the 
Russians is a European security pact to protect all sides 
from a remilitarized, Western-oriented Germany. 
*

* 


This plan, authored by Prime Minister Sir Anthony 


Eden of Britain, is now being hammered into final shape for 
Geneva. But everything indicates the Russians will not 
buy it. 


They believe time and circumstance are on their side. 


Having established diplomatic relations with the Bonn gov- 
ernment of Chancellor Adenauer, they think they^can deal 
directly on the unity issue without the intervention of the 
West. 


They do not expect the crusty old chancellor to buckle 


and give them the kind of unification the Communists want. 
But they know he must die some time, 'and they figure his 
successor might not resist so well the pressures within West 
Germany for restoration of the full nation. 


Perhaps they imagine that even he will find his purpose 


eroded by time, that he will one day make a deal with the 
East German Red regime because he has at last realized 
unity any other way is impossible. 
*

» 


However that may be, the immediate prospect for set- 


tlement of the question at Geneva is dark indeed. 


The Geneva agenda does have two other major items, 


disarmament and the improvement of East-West contacts. 


Progress of the disarmament efforts recently made un- 


der UN auspices does not augur well for this item. Perhaps 
the foreign ministers can find some way to break the log 
jam, but it-would be'a surprise if they did. 


East-West contacts already have shown some better- 


ment in the months before and after the "summit" meeting 
at Geneva. -Further improvement surely would be welcomed. 
But it is exceedingly doubtful 'that this alone would be 
enough to allow the world to hail the foreign ministers' meet- 
ing as a great triumph. , 


Once Oct. 27, arrives-and the diplomats of East and West 


get down to cases, they will find themselves hard'pressed 
to keep the heralded "spirit of Geneva" from flagging.

To the businessmen of the New 


World Europe looks like a very 
profitable new frontier. 


It's a special part of the world- 


wide upsurge in the demand for 
energy. In time new sources of 
energy, the atom and solar radia- 
tion, may come to the aid of the 
fossil fuels—coal, oil and natural 
gas—upon which, along with water 
and wind power, the world depends 
in its quest for higner standards 
of living.

"While atomic and solar energy 


are being harnessed economically, 
oilmen say.

American oil companies, in addi-

Only recently, both Averell Harri- 
rnan and John Foster Dulles have 
come out for a "guarantee" to 
maintain the borders of Israel 
against "aggression." This would 
mean that American young men 
taken by the draft would have to 
fight for Israel in Israel. Refusal 
to report for the draft or to fight 
for Israel would be a serious crime 
punishable by years in prison. 


Back in April, the New York 


Times correspondent in Rabat, 
Morocco, wrote that "a critical sit- 
uation" had developed because the 
Arab Nationalists who want their 
independence, had organized a 
Nationalist Labor movement." 
This, of course, is a political con- 
spiracy and any American who 
takes a hand in it will be interfer- 
ing in the domestic affairs of a 
friendly nation, to-wit; France. It 
is not up to our country to "liber- 
ate" any other nation's colonies. 
Every passport issued by our state 
department 
contains a printed 


warning' to abstain from such mis- 
chief. 
Otherwise, the individual 


forfeits the protection implied by 
that 
passport, which is puny 


enough, these days. Anyway, what- 
ever we may think of "colonial- 
ism" which has come to be a. dirty 
word in our hypocritical jargon, 
we have no more right to "liber- 
ate" Morocco, than Red China has 
to "liberate" Hawaii or Porto 
Rico. 


Since that ominous dispatch to 


the Times and even while Bee and 
the Russians were trying to out- 
grin each other in Geneva, all hell 
broke loose in French 
Africa. 


There were ghastly massacres 
done by these "Nationalists" and 
the French, who have a very 
abrupt -way with "natives," struck 
down the uprising by killing Arabs. 
One of their generals called them 
a lot of dirty jackals. But that is 
just atmosphere. 


The important point just here is 


that Irving Brown was messing in 
that situation on the side of the 
rebels in the name of the political

WHEN* YOU BRING DOWN that duck, the process of getting it 


on the table as a delectable is only beginning. A University of Illinois 


food specialist offers these suggestions: 


Keep the bird dry. A game carrier or hunting coat with 


game pockets is good for this purpose. Then cool the duck 
soon after you shoot it, and keep it cool on the way home. Care- 
lessly throwing it into a hot car trunk means that it will be 
likely to go into the garbage pail when you get home. A port- 
able refrigerator will probably be a good investment if you do 
much hunting. , 
PICK THE BIRD SOON after'you get home. FoUow your own sys- 


tem for picking (not skinning) the duck but be sure to remove all the 
pin feathers. 


When you draw the duck, first cut the head and then the 


wings and feet from the body. Slit the abdomen and remove 
all internal organs. Save heart, gizzard and liver. 


Instead of washing, wipe the drawn duck with a damp cloth. 


Washing removes much of the flavor. 
PLACE THE GIBLETS in the abdominal cavity and wrap the duck 


loosely in waxed paper and refrigerate until needed. Expert game 
cooks prefer birds that have been refrigerated for two or three days 
to improve flavor and texture.

Cooking is a problem in itself, but no one can tell the expert 


how to cook his own prize. And we're no expert.

Tig-Headed' at Potsdam

WASHINGTON <*— "You never 


saw such pig-headed people as are 
he Russian. I hope I never have 
.0 hold another conference %vith 
.hem—but, of course, I will." 


The year was 1945. The place 


was Potsdam, in the heart of con- 
quered Germany. The writer, ad: 
dressing himself to his mother and 
sister, was Harry S. Truman, then 
new as president of th« United 
States. He was thoroughly fed up 
with his first Big Three conference 
and wanted to go home. 


- Included In 3Iemoirs 


Truman's 
"Dear Mama and 


Mary" letter is included in the 
latest installment of his memoirs, 
published in Life magazine. The 
[ormer president makes these main 
p>oints about his Potsdam talks 
with Soviet Premier Stalin and 
Britain's Winston Churchill and 
Clement Attlee, who r e p l a c e d 
Churchill as prim* minister in 
mid-conference: 


1. The only secret agreement 


reached was a pledge by Stalin 
that the Russians soon would en- 
ter the war against Japan. They 
.lad promised to do so earlier that 
year at Yalta and Truman says 
American military leaders were 


most anxious" to have them car- 


ry out their promise. 


2. Russia wanted a formal, pub- 


lic invitation from the 
Pacific 


Allies to join Xhe war but Truman 
wouldn't agree. He calls the So- 
viet bid "a 
cynical diplomatic 


move" to claim credit for winning 
the Japanese war, and declares: "I 
was not willing to let Paissiareap 
the fruits of a long and bitter 'and 
gallant effort in which she had no 
part."

3. The "most bitter" debate of 


the conference came over the still 
unresolved question of Russia's 
satellite countries. Truman relates 
Churchill complained of Russia's

postwar" world determined solely 
by the Soviet Union, Britain and 
the United States, while Truman

5." The Soviet leader' wanted Ger- 


many stripped of most industry, 
arguing that "Germany was a dan- 
gerous business rival . . . unless 
we kept her on her knees."
